“Throughout  the  centuries.  Baptists 
have  been  faithful  to  the  practice  of 
immersion  as  ‘believers’  b  a  p  1 1  s  m.* 
There  is  in  many  sections  of  our  de¬ 
nomination,  however,  a  feeling, 
amounting  to  a  fear,  that  our  minis¬ 
ters  are  falling  to  make  the  ordinance 
of  baptism  a  drama  of  power  and 
beauty.  Too  often  baptism  is  allowed 
to  become  a  service  of  crudity  and 
ugliness,  offensive  to  the  congrega¬ 
tion,  and  an  unhappy  memory  to  the 
candidate.  Too  often  insufficent  care 
is  taken  with  the  details  of  the  ser¬ 
vice,  and  the  beauty  that  might  be 
there  is  embarassingly  absent. 

“This  is  written  to  serve  both  as  a 
warning  and  a  reminder  to  our  minis¬ 
ters  and  deacons  that  if  baptism  by 
immersion  is  to  continue  as  a  respect¬ 
ed  and  beloved  practice,  there  must  be 
given  to  it  a  much  larger  measure  of 
care  and  attention  to  the  details  that 
make  for  beauty,  to  assure  its  being  a 
spiritual  experience  of  joy  and  con¬ 
secration. 

“Baptism  in  its  full  dignity  and 
loveliness  can  be  one  of  the  strongest 
witnesses  it  is  within  the  power  of 
the  Christian  to  make.  Baptism  prop¬ 
erly  prepared  for  and  executed  with

PHOENIX,  Arlz.  —(BP)—  Arizona 
Baptists  determined  to  avoid  an  Aug¬ 
ust  slump,  and  countered  the  usual 
let-down  with  a  major  emphasis  on 
the  Co-operative  Program. 

“Over  the  Top  With  Co-op”  was 
their  August  slogan,  and  it  rang  out 
through  the  columns  of  the  Arizona 
Baptist  Beacon  and  in  all  the 
churches. 

Dr.  Willis  J.  Ray,  state  secretary, 
has  just  announced  results:  total  re¬ 
ceipts  of  $6,724  for  the  Co-operative 
I*rogram  as  compared  with  a  previous 
record  high  of  $4,627.54  and  with  the 
normal  August  expectations  of  about 
$2,400. 

’There  was  no  effort  for  special  of¬ 
ferings;  simply  encouragement  that 
the  churches  give  to  the  Co-operative 
Program  out  of  their  regular  receipts. 

“A  spirit  of  missions  was  created 
in  our  people  such  as  we  have  never 
seen  before,”  comments  Editor  W. 
Barry  Garrett.  “Arizona  Baptists  are 
on  the  way  up  in  their  support  of  the 
Co-operative  Program.”

Bible  Story  Backed 
At  Scientific  Meet 

GRAND  RAPIDS,  Mlch.R— NS— Sci¬ 
entific  evidence  supporting  the  Biblical 
story  of  creation  and  the  existence  of 
Solomon  as  a  wise  and  powe&ful  ruler 
was  presented  to  the  American  Scien¬ 
tific  Affiliation  at  its  annual  meeting 
here.  Upholding  the  Bible  story  of  cre¬ 
ation,  was  Dr.  Russel  L.  Mlxter,  zool¬ 
ogy  professor  at  Wheaton  College,  who 
said  the  beginnings  of  the  major  types 
of  animals,  plants,  and  man  must  have 
been  the  direct  act  of  Ood.  "We  do 
not  believe  that  man  descended  from 
the  ape,”  he  declared,  but  that  the  fos¬ 
sil  men,  or  so-called  "missing  links,” 
were  really  human  beings  of  the  same 
genus  as  we  but  somewhat  different 
from  today’s  type  of  man.” 

New  evidence  proving  that  Solomon 
was  as  great  and^werful  a  ruler  as 
the  Bible  relates  was  offered  by  Dr.

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Gifts  Set 
S.B.C. 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —(BP)—  1948 
Cooperative  Program  receipts  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  here  have  exceeded 
$4,000,000  —  meaning  that  disburse¬ 
ments  to  Convention  agencies  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  1948  will  be  used  to  supply 
desperately  needed  buildings  and 
equipment. 

Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall,  executive  sec¬ 
retary,  said  that  the  point  for  the 
switching  of  percentage  tables  was 
reached  September  9  with  receipt  of 
a  check  from  Mississippi. 

Action  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  had  provided  that  the  (in¬ 
vention  agencies  would  receive  a  de¬ 
signated  percentage  of  (ioperative 
Program  receipts  up  to  $4,000,000  for 
their  'current  operating  budgets  and 
that  when  receipts  reached  the  $4,- 
000.000  figure,  plus  $79,800  for  the 
Convention  Operating  Budget,  all  ad¬ 
ditional  receipts  should  be  use^  tc 
supply  capital  needs  revealed  in  the 
extensive  survey  of  the  agencies  made 
in  1945. 

Capital  need  gifts  through  1947  to¬ 
talled  $3,772,000,  applied  against  the 
overall  goal  of  $20,750,000.  Dr.  McCaU 
estimates  that  during  the  remainder 
of  1948,  an  additional  $2,000,000  of 
capital  needs  funds  will  be  provided 
the  Foreign  and  Home  Mission  Boards, 
the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  and  the 
four  seminaries. 

Dr.  McCall  pointed  out  that  Coopo- 
rative  Program  receipts  in  Executive 
Committee  offices  have  exceeded  a 
half-million  dollars  per  month  for  six 
of  the  first  eight  months  in  1948.  Only 
three  other  times  in  all  the  hisAory  of 
the  Convention  have  undesignated 
funds  exceeded  a  half-million  dollars 
in  a  single  month. 

"Charts  comparing  the  Cooperative 
Program  (undesignated)  receipts  with 
designated  receipts  Indicate  a  very 
healthy  trend  on  the  part  of  Southern 
Baptist  churches,"  Dr.  McCall  said. 
“With  the  exception  of  the  special 
Lottie  Moon  and  Annie  Armstrong 
mission  offerings.  Southern  Baptiste 
have  apparently  been  willing  to  give 
their  money  without  specially  pre¬ 
ferred  designations  to  individual  ob¬ 
jects.  ’They  have  supported  the  work 
of  every  agency  of  the  denomination 
In  proportion  to  its  needs  through  the 
cooperative  Program. 

“Explanation  of  the  Increased  gifts 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  aro 
to  be  found  in  the  denomination’s  em¬ 
phasis  upon  'Every  Baptist  a  Tither' 
and  the  half  -  and  -  half  division  of 
funds  between  the  work  of  the  local 
church  aa^  the  Cooperative  Program 
objects,  emphasised  in  the  siogma 
'fIfty-Pifty  by  196#.’  ”

Dr.  Provine  is 
very  much  alive,  and  is  still  able  to 
drive  his  car  300  miles  in  one  day, 
going  alone  to  and  from  a  farm  in 
north  Mi.ssi8sippl.  He  Is  still  full  of 
banter,  optimism,  and  love  for  all 
former  students.  Urs.  Provlne 
is  also  still  living.  Miss  Laura 
Eager  still  lives  in  the  old  Eager 
home,  which  has  recently  been  repair¬ 
ed  and  repainted. 

The  Timberlake  sisters  still  live  in 
their  home,  which  is  probably  the 
oldest  home  in  Clinton.  Most  of  the 
old  homes  In  Clinton  have  burned  or 
been  greatly  changed  by  remodeling. 

Prof.  Latimer  still  lives  in  the  old 
Webb  home  In  the  beautiful  setting 
of  live  oak  trees.  Although  retired, 
he  still  teaches  Latin  in  eases  of 
teacher  shortage,  and  he  is  excellent.  ' 
He  has  been  connected  with  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  as  student  and  teacher 
for  M  years  —  one  year  longer  than 
Dr.  Provine.  The  comer  home  former¬ 
ly  occupied  by  Dr.  Sprowles  and  later 
by  Prof.  Aven  was  donated  to  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  by  Prof.  Aven’s  daugh¬ 
ter,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Whittington,  and  is 
now  used  as  a  music  building. 

The  business  district  has  been 
changed  a  great  deal.  The  R.  H. 
Johnston  store  has  been  remodled 
outside  and  in.  An  old  brick  store  yet 
stands  next  to  Judge  Gabel's  home. 

Captain  Lewis’  “livery  stable”  has 
been  replaced  by  a  hardware  store. 

“Ma”  Conley  has  moved  away  and 
the  new  owner  of  her  boarding  house 
has  had  the  house  remodled.  "Ma” 
Snyder's  boarding  house  can  now  be 
called  a  rooming  house.  She  lives  there 
with  members  of  her  family. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Fox,  who  for  so  long  was 
the  railroad  agent,  has  passed  on  and 
other  agents  served  but  large  assemb¬ 
lies  are  no  longer  at  the  station  to 
see  the  trains  come.  Students  now 
come  largely  by  other  means. 

Many  teachers  are  dead  who  taught 
in  Mississippi  College  within  the  last 
50  years.  Among  them  are  Sproles,  W. 
T.  Lowrey,  Sharp,  Aven,  Bi«er, 
mon,  Weathersby,  Wallace,  Patterson, 
and  others  whose  names  do  not  come 
to  me  now. 

There  are  two  buildings  on  the 
campus  that  have  been  here  50  yeaix, 
the  old  chapel  and  Jennings  Hall 
New  buildings  have  been  erected 
where  “ministerial  cottages”  once 
stood. 

Dr.  D.  M.  Nelson,  president  of  the 
College,  is  the  only  active  fMulty  mem¬ 
ber  who  has  been  on  the  faculty  for 
more  than  30  years.  He  is  doing  a 
marvelous  work.  Whereas  when  yo® 
were  here  the  faculty  was  small,  it 
now  numbers  50  or  more. 

Come  to  see  us  and  learn  of  many 
more  changes  not  recorded  here.  »

dignity.  Is  an  Invitation  to  Christian 
commitment  as  strong  as  words.” 

Recently  the  story  appeared  of  a 
Jewish  young  woman  who  attended  a 
Baptist  church  for  the  first  time  be¬ 
cause  she  was  Invited  to  see  a  bap¬ 
tism.  The  service  won  her  respect,  its 
symbolism  stirred  her.  She  went  back 
repeatedly  and  finally  accepted  the 
crusified  and  risen  Christ  first  in¬ 
troduced  to  her  through  baptism.  To 
those  who  cannot  read  or  have  not 
read  the  Bible  plan  of  salvation,  bap¬ 
tism  shows  in  action  the  story  of 
Christian  conversion. 

To  continue  in  the  words  of  Dr. 
Brown;  "But  baptism  will  be  an  im¬ 
pressive  public  witness  very  Urgely  in 
terms  of  the  reverence  of  the  baptistry 
arrangements,  in  the  care  with  which 
the  candidates  are  prepared  for 'the 
experience,  in  the  degree  that  the  pas¬ 
tor  uses  the  moment  for  an  emphasis 
on  the  things  of  the  spirit,  in  the  ut¬ 
ter  sincerity  of  those  who  participate.” 

Under  this  thought  Dr.  Brow  speaks 
of  the  adequate  size,  the  lighting,  the 
entrance  and  exit,  the  care  and  clean¬ 
liness  and  temperature  of  pool  and 
water.  He  discourages  the  practice  of 
“hiding”  the  candidate  when  raised 
from  the  water  in  wet  clothea  This  is 
often  d(me  by  the  minister  who  stands 
in  front  of  the  candidate,  or  by  a 
curtain  being  dropped  or  even  by 
turning  out  the  lights.  Dr.  Browm  tells 
why  this  should  not  be  done; 

"The  use  of  this  procedure  seems 
to  many  to  shatter  completely  the 
symbolism  of  baptism.  Baptism  is 
burial  —  that  the  congregation  sees; 
but  baptism  is  also  resurrectloil?’  In 
an  alarming  number  of  cases,  the  in¬ 
adequate  clothing  when  wet  creates 
an  embarrassment  to  the  minister,  to 
the  congregation,  and  most  of  all  to 
the  ciuadidate.  The  solution  would  lie 
in  adequate  clothes  furnished  by  the 
church  for  its  candidates  and  pastor. 
To  tell  a  candidate,  especially  an 
adult,  to  bring  his  or  her  own  gar¬ 
ments  is  to  place  a  puzzling  problem 
on  the  inexperienced.  Individuals 
rarely  owm  outer  or  under  garments 
■which  serve  much  protection  in  pub¬ 
lic  when  wet.  The  church  should  own 
the  complete  equipment,  towels  un¬ 
derclothing,  robes,  and  all. 

“It  is  assumed  that  in  the  service  of 
baptism  the  appearance  of  both  the 
candidate  and  the  minister  wiu  be 
clean,  attractive,  and  dignified.  The 
robes  should  be  of  a  quality  sufficient¬ 
ly  heavy  to  keep  their  shape  with  fre¬ 
quent  use,  and  with  weights  to  hold 
them  down  in  the  water.  Further¬ 
more,  thp  robes  need  to  be  washed  or 
dry  cleaned  with  frequency. 

Ready-made  garments  suitable  for 
Immersion  may  be  bought  now  in  the 
book  stores  and  supply  houses  of  the 
denominations  that  immerse,  gar- 
metigs  which  seem  to  meet  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  laundry,  fit,  adequate  protec¬ 
tion.  and  becomlngnees.  It  is  not 
necessary  even  for  churches  baptis¬ 
ing  in  the  open  streams  to  cause  em¬ 
barrassment  to  the  audience  or  candi- 
datus  because  proper  protection  now 
Is  afforded  by  theee  well-designed 
olothes. 

Dr.  Brown  says:

(Did  the 
pastor  have  a  oonferanee  with  the 
candidates  preceding  baptism?)  JujA 
What  instructions  were  given  in  prepa¬ 
ration?  Was  there  a  rehearsal  in  the 
dry  baptistry  (or  oonferenps  room)? 
was  the  candidate  told  exactly  what 
would  take  place?  Were  the  dresstne

Allan  A.  MacRae,  president  of  Faith 
Seminary,  Wilmington,  Del.,  and  a 
prominent  archeologist.  Two  “striking 
bits  of  evidence”  had  come  to  light 
The  first  of  these,  at  Medgiddo  (the 
Biblical  Armageddon),  Is  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  stables  for  horses,  suggesting 
that  the  ruler  of  Palestine  was  able 
to  use  the  greater  part  of  one  of  Its 
most  important  cities  as  headquarters 
for  his  horses  and  chariots,  and  which 
Dr.  MacRae  said  is  described  in  I 
Kings.  Thk  other  discovery,  was  that 
a  city  had  been  constructed  according 
to  one  definite  plan  and  In  a  type  of 
construction  superior  to  most  that  pre¬ 
ceded  or  followed  it,  at  Jerusalem  by 
a  ruler  at  the  time  of  the  Bible’s  Solo¬ 
mon.  This  city  also  gave  evidence  of 
the  wisdom  of  Solomon  since  It  con¬ 
tained  a  laige  copper  refinery  which 
employed  the  principle  of  the  modem 
bla^  furnace  not  believed  to  have  been 
known  until  the  20th  century.

Camp  Garaywa  Is  A 
Valuable  Asset 

During  the  season  which  has 
just  closed  at  Camp  Garaywa  the 
results  proved  beyond  a  doubt  that 
this  is  a  valuable  project.  “By  their 
fruits”  we  can  see  definite  bless¬ 
ings  for  individuals  and  for  the^ 
kingdom  work. 

Some  of  these  totals  were  indeed 
interesting.  There  were  13  young 
peoples  camps  and  one  WMS 
camp.  The-  13  young  people’s 
camps  include  one  Intermediate 
RA,  four  Junior  BA,  two  Inter¬ 
mediate  GA,  five  Junior  GA,  and 
one  YWA. 

In  all  there  were  161  conver¬ 
sions  reported.  Of  these,  87  were 
Royal  Ambassador  boys,  73  from 
the  Girls’  Auxiliary,  and  1  from 
the  Young  Women’s  Auxiliary. 

During  the  season  264  churches 
were  represented.  The  total  at¬ 
tendance  was  2,678  and  total  erf- 
ferings,  $1,314. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there 
were  200  dedicating  their  lives  to 
special  service  and  6  rededicating 
their  lives. 

Truly  the  results  were  outstand¬ 
ing.  The  camp  and  its  work  is 
largely  a  monument  to  the  con¬ 
tinued  sacrificial  efforts  of  Miss 
Rdwina  Robinson,  Executive  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  WMU,  and  many 
helpers,  both  salaried  and  volun¬ 
teer.  Mias  Nell  Taylor,  young  peo¬ 
ple’s  secretary,  and  Rev.  W.  F. 
Bisbee,  R.  A.  secretary  who  served 
as  directors  of  the  girl’s  and  boy’s 
camps  did  outstanding  work. 

All  churches  and  individuals 
who  have  donated  to  the  camp  in 
service  or  cash  are  to  be  congra¬ 
tulated.  And  the  things  they  have 
done  will  continue  to  bear  fruit  in 
the  years  to  come.

Our  Semi-Annual 
Appeal 

Every  year  before  the  Mississip¬ 
pi  Baptist  Convention,  we  appeal 
to  all  concerned  to  publish  reports 
that  are  to  be  made  to  the  Con¬ 
vention, 

Space  limitation  prevent  pub¬ 
lishing  reports  in  full  but  the  gist 
of  them  should  be  published,  and 
certainly  all  propos^  recommen¬ 
dations. 

If  our  conventions  are  worth¬ 
while  they  deserve  the  very  beat 
thought.  Snap  judgement  always 
lends  to  snap  situations. 

The  usual  custom  is  for  a  report 
to  be  distrihute<l.  Somcfine  ex¬ 
plains  briefly  the  contents  ami  the 


vote  is  taken.  This  is  done  without 
much  tliought  on  the  part  of  the 
messengers.  Serious  and  cAreful 
consideration  is  impossible. 

At  the  very  least,  all  recommen¬ 
dations  and  the  reasons  for  them 
should  be  publislte<l  beforehand. 

The  excifse  is  offered  that  our 
Departments  and  Institutions  can¬ 
not  prepare  the  reports  in  time 
for  publication.  TTie  reply  is 
“Start  sooner.” 

If  we  take  our  usual  snap  judge¬ 
ment  and  vote  without  proper  con¬ 
sideration,  why  have  a  conven¬ 
tion?  It  would  save  time  and  ex¬ 
penses  simply  to  let  the  Depart¬ 
ments  and  Institutions  adopt  their 
own  recommendations  without  re¬ 
ference  to  a  convention. 

Too  often  is  heard  the  com¬ 
plaint  that  “a  few  are  running 
things.”  We  doubt  tliat  this  is  the 
intention  of  oiir  leaders,  but  more 
pre-convention  publicity  would 
help  to  avoid  such  complaints. 

As  it  now  is,  messengers  are 
handed  a  book  of  reports.  If  they 
did  nothing  else,  they  could  not 
properly  study  these  reports  dur¬ 
ing  the  sessions  of  the  conven¬ 
tions. 

If  suggestions  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  are  good  tliey  will  stand  the 
light  of  publicity.  The  rank  and 
file  of  the  messengers  will  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  help  carry  out  conven¬ 
tion  actions.  Why  not  allow  these 
same  messengers  the  privilege  of 
thinking  through  them? 

And  pre-convention  publication 
would  allow  those  unable  to  at¬ 
tend  the  convention  time  to  think 
matters  over  and  consult  with 
those  fortunate  enough  to  go  to 
the  convention. 

Good  recommendations  will  not 
be  harmed  bj  publication.  Bad 
ones  need  to  be  liamied.

Question  as  to  the  Baptist  attitude 
on  the  matter  was  raised  by  Joe  Ro¬ 
berts,  secretary  of  the  Prescott  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce,  who  pointedly  asked 
Or.  Ray  as  to  the  college’s  policies  re¬ 
garding  Negroes. 

“As  to  the  entrance  of  colored  stu¬ 
dents  into  our  college.  I  am  sure  you 
can  notify  the  public  that  we  will  be 
as  broadminded  as  our  state  instltu- 
Uons,“  Dr.  Ray  wrote.  s 

“As  has  been  stated  before,  the  al¬ 
lege  will  be  open  to  all  faiths  and 
creeds.  The  door  will  not  be  closed  on 
color.  We  will  not  encourage  the  at¬ 
tending  of  enough  Negroes  to  create 
a  problem,  but  we  will  take  care  of 
the  few  who  come.  No  doubt  we  will 
have  a  few  more  Indians  than  Ne¬ 
groes,  because  the  Indians  are  very 
anxious  to  have  a  college  where  they 
can  get  training  to  take  back  to  their 
own  people."
